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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Atkins et al. (WO 98/52142) teaches the first 
modificaiton signal; thus being the mute signal, which is immediately sent to all other remaining transponders to prohibit them from 
transmitting (p. 5, lines 4-13 and lines 29-30). In addition, Atkins teaches the extension of the standby state, which is defined as the 
"acceptance instruction", which another modulation of the reader signal (p. 5, lines 15-17). Moreover, the second modified signal may be 
used to further extend the standby period by instructing the transponders to either continue with the existing or begin new waiting cycle in 
order to proceed with communications with the identified transponder with given command (p. 6, lines 7-9). 
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
